Concerning  Appropriations 

The  amount  available  for  appropriations  both  on  regular  and  conditional  items 
based  on  last  year’s  income  is  $4,421,329.00.  To  be  added  to  that  amount  is 
$46,000.00  which  is  additional  income  from  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the  Division. 
This  additional  income  represents  an  increase  in  the  amounts  to  be  received  from 
the  Collins  Pension  Fund  for  Missionaries  of  $40,000  and  for  administration 
expense  of  $6,000.00.  This  amount  is  added  to  the  total  of  last  year’s  income  for 
appropriation  purposes  as  it  represents  guaranteed  Permanent  Fund  income  in 
excess  of  the  amount  included  in  last  year’s  income.  The  total  available  for 
appropriations  therefore  is  $4,467,329.00. 

In  preparing  the  details  of  the  regular  appropriations  which  become  effective 
June  1st,  1950  the  total  is  $3,455,697.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  amount  to  be 
appropriated  is  $241,119  in  excess  of  the  amount  available  based  on  last  year’s 
income  with  the  addition  of  the  increase  in  income  from  the  Permanent  Fund. 
Last  year  the  total  of  the  regular  appropriation  was  $94,000.00  in  excess  of  the 
amount  available  based  on  the  previous  year’s  income  plus  $70,000  additional 
Collins  Pension  Fund  income. 

We  are  requesting  authorization  to  use  up  to  $241,119  of  Advance  for  Christ 
“Specials”  represented  either  in  cash  received  or  in  the  acceptance  of  the  Advance 
for  Christ  Fund  program  by  the  annual  conferences,  with  the  understanding  that 
should  the  expected  payment  of  the  above  mentioned  acceptances  not  be  realized 
by  May  31,  1950,  consideration  will  be  given  to  any  necessary  readjustments  in 
1950-51  appropriations.  This  request  is  in  effect  the  same  request  which  was  made 
and  granted  last  year,  the  chief  difference  being  in  the  amount  of  the  item.  It 
seems  to  us  we  would  not  be  acting  in  the  best  interests  of  the  work  of  the 
Division  or  expressing  the  desires  of  the  contributors  if  we  did  not  recognize 
the  fact  that  our  receipts  at  May  31,  1949  do  not  reflect  the  increase  in  Advance 
for  Christ  Fund  “Specials”  based  on  the  accepted  assignments  reported  to  us 
by  the  Annual  Conferences. 

While  the  amount  appropriated  in  excess  of  the  amount  available  based  on 
last  year’s  funds  is  considerably  larger  this  year  than  last,  that  amount  should 
be  compared  with  the  figures  for  current  income.  For  the  first  five  months  of  the 
present  fiscal  year  regular  income  is  17.99%  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  months 
of  the  preceding  year.  Should  this  percentage  of  increase  continue  for  the  next 
seven  months,  regular  income  at  May  31,  1950  w’ould  be  more  than  $550,000  in 
excess  of  the  preceding  year.  We  would  normally  expect  the  increase  in  the  ne.xt 
seven  months  to  be  as  great  or  greater  as  the  Advance  for  Christ  Fund  program 
gains  momentum.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  should  the  trend  in 
income  be  downward  instead  of  upward  as  at  present,  we  would  have  an  opportunity 
to  use  this  same  period  between  the  Annual  Meeting  and  June  1st  next,  when 
the  appropriations  become  effective,  to  give  consideration  to  any  necessary  re¬ 
adjustments  in  appropriations.  The  trend  in  current  giving  is  closely  studied  by 
the  Treasurer  and  should  it  seem  that  a  change  is  likely,  the  facts  will  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

We  recommend  the  following  amounts  be  appropriated :

Missionary  Support 

The  suggested  budget  does  not  include  any  significant  increase  in  the  salary 
schedule.  Due  to  the  recent  devaluation  of  many  currencies,  we  feel  that  a  further 
study  of  missionary  support  should  be  made,  when  more  information  as  to  the 
effect  of  devaluation  will  be  available.  The  cost  of  maintaining  a  missionary  on 
the  field  continues  to  remain  high,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  so-called  “Dearness 
Allowance”  originally  provided  as  a  temporary  “cost  of  living”  allowance,  will 


become  a  permanent  item  in  missionary  support.  W e  are  including  as  missionary 
support  the  cost  of  medical  grants  and  examinations,  furlough  study  grants,  etc. 
These  items  for  several  years  past  have  been  paid  from  the  Emergency  Fund. 
There  have  been  included  several  replacements  and  new  missionaries. 

We  recommend  a  total  for  Active  Missionaries  of  $1,834,500,  for  Pensions  to 
Retired  Missionaries  $200,000  (of  which  $100,000  will  be  received  from  the  Collins 
Pension  Fund  for  Missionaries)  $75,000  for  the  Division’s  contribution  to  the 
Collins  Pension  Fund  for  future  pensions  for  the  present  active  missionaries. 

Current  Work 

We  recommend  a  total  for  current  work  of  $604,551,  an  increase  of  $30,000 
over  last  year.  Approximately  $15,000  of  this  increase  will  go  to  Malaya  and 
Sumatra.  The  balance  is  distributed  to  other  fields.  It  is  expected  that  a  material 
increase  in  Advance  for  Christ  Fund  “Specials”  will  be  reflected  by  an  increase 
in  conditional  appropriations  for  current  work  overseas. 

Indirect 

We  recommend  a  total  for  Indirect  of  $226,696.  On  Page  #4  of  this  year’s 
report,  the  Treasurer  writes  as  follows  “The  Treasurer  is  compelled  to  report 
that  as  yet  no  progress  has  been  made  in  setting  up  a  reserve  fund  for  future 
emergencies.  This  situation  could  possibly  be  the  occasion  of  serious  embarrassment 
should  we  experience  a  decrease  in  income  with  no  reserves  available  to  be 
applied  against  a  deficit.”  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  $96,500  Emergency 
Fund  be  retained  intact  and  used  to  establish  a  Reserve  Fund.  The  Reserve  Fund 
is  to  be  held  and  made  available  if  and  when  necessary  to  prevent  a  deficit  and/or 
possible  “cuts”  in  appropriations  due  to  fluctuating  income.  An  Incidental  Fund 
of  $35,000  is  provided  to  care  for  certain  items  previously  met  through  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Fund.  The  appropriation  for  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
in  accordance  with  action  by  the  budget  committee  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  has  been  increased  from  $12,334  to  $20,180.  There  are  no 
significant  increases  in  the  other  items. 

Home  Office  Expense 

We  recommend  a  total  for  Administration  Expense  of  $293,700,  of  which  we 
will  have  received  approximately  $32,000  from  the  Permanent  Fund  Income. 

We  recommend  a  total  for  Cultivation  Expense  of  $221,250. — last  year  we 
e.xpended  $190,831.  This  includes  an  increase  of  $20,000  to  the  Division  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Cultivation  and  $10,000  to  the  Department  of  Designated  Income.  Total 
for  Home  Office  Expense,  $514,950. 

We  recommend  a  total  for  Conditional  Recurring  of  $851,634,  Non-Recurring 
$401,117. 

We  recommend  approval  of  Missionary  Salary  schedule  as  submitted. 


The  Division  is  vividly  aware  of  the  danger  at  a  time  of  increasing  income 
of  failing  to  provide  for  a  possible  decline  in  income  in  future  years.  Within 
these  recommended  appropriations  three  steps  have  been  taken  to  guard  against 
the  occasion  of  serious  embarrassment  should  we  experience  a  decrease  in  income 
with  no  reserves  available  to  be  applied  against  a  possible  deficit.  They  are  all 
indicated  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  but  summarized  here  as  a  unit. 

First:  We  have  recommended  that  the  $96,500  Emergency  Fund  be  retained 
intact  and  used  to  establish  a  Reserve  Fund  which  is  to  be  held  and  made  avail¬ 
able  if  and  when  necessary  to  prevent  a  deficit  and/or  possible  “cuts”  in  appropria¬ 
tions  due  to  fluctuating  income.  We  hope  that  this  appropriation  can  be  continued 
until  a  minimum  of  $500,000  is  held  in  this  Reserve  Fund. 

Second:  We  have  recommended  the  provision  of  an  Incidental  Fund  of 
$35,000  to  care  for  certain  items  previously  met  through  the  Emergency  Fund. 

Third :  Into  the  regular  item  for  Missionary  appropriations  have  been  placed 
the  cost  of  medical  examinations  and  grants,  furlough  study  grants,  etc.  which 
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formerly  have  been  taken  out  of  the  Emergency  Fund.  The  total  of  those  items 
is  about  $95,000.00. 

A  fourth  step  with  this  same  purpose  has  been  the  recommendation  to  this 
Annual  Meeting  for  approval  to  transfer  $29,740.58  of  the  unexpended  appropria¬ 
tions  previously  set  aside  for  the  education  of  Missionary  children  whose  educa¬ 
tion  had  been  interrupted  by  World  War  II.  As  the  Opportunity  Fund  had  a 
balance  of  $72,257.13  this  transfer  made  a  total  of  $101,997.71  available.  We  have 
also  recommended  to  this  Annual  Meeting  that  the  following  grants  be  made 
from  the  Opportunity  Fund.

South  India  .  5,000 

Missionary  Auto  Fund  .  15,000 

Audio-Visual  Fund  .  2,500  $47,500. 


The  balance  $54,497.71  to  be  applied  to  advances  of  $89,250.  made  by  the 
Division  during  the  last  5  years  for  special  projects  in  Europe  and  Latin  America. 
These  advances  therefore  will  be  reduced  to  $34,752.29,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  amortization  of  that  balance  within  a  maximum  of  four  years  will  be  a 
first  call  upon  Opportunity  Funds  within  those  years.

4.  Allowances  for  children  will  be  made  on  the  following  basis : 

8%  of  basic  salary  for  each  child  up  to  five  years  of  age. 

12%  of  basic  salary  from  five  up  to  fourteen  years  of  age. 

15%  of  basic  salary  from  fourteen  up  to  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Dearness — ^2  of  adult  allowance. 

$450.00  for  children  in  College  in  the  United  States,  up  to  the  twenty-second 
birthday.  Children’s  allowances  shall  cease  when  a  child  enters  remunerative 
employment.  When  a  child  marries,  the  allowance  ceases.

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5.  The  furlough  rent  allowance  will  be  $20.00  per  month  for  single  missionaries 
and  $50.00  per  month  for  married  couples  plus  $5.00  additional  for  each  child. 
The  rent  allowance  is  to  be  paid  except  where  the  family  lives  in  free  ciuarters 
especially  provided  for  missionaries. 

6.  Single  missionaries,  if  maintaining  separate  establishments  on  the  field,  may 
receive  10%  in  addition  to  the  basic  salary. 

7.  For  cause  shown  on  recommendation  of  the  Missionary  Committee  the  Divi¬ 
sion  may  provide  an  additional  allowance  for  missionaries  who  reside  in 
localities  where  costs  are  appreciably  higher  than  other  parts  of  the  same  field. 

8.  The  Division  will  provide  a  personal  outfit  allowance  for  new  missionaries 
as  follows : 

$250.00  for  single  person 
450.00  for  man  and  wife  and 
75.00  for  each  child 

Doctors  are  allowed  $75.00  and  nurses  are  allowed  $50.00  for  personal  medical 
equipment.  Special  grants  for  medical  equipment  may  be  made  when  necessary. 

9.  The  Division  will  provide  a  personal  re-outfit  allowance  of  $150.00  for  each 
missionary  and  $75.00  for  each  child  preparatory  to  return  to  field. 

10.  The  service  allowance  will  be  computed  from  date  of  arrival  on  the  field,  but 
due  consideration  may  be  given  for  years  of  pre-field  service  as  an  effective 
member  of  an  Annual  Conference,  as  a  practicing  physician,  including  two 
years  of  approved  interne  service,  or  for  recognized  educational  work.  This 
does  not  include  the  years  of  part-time  service  while  engaged  in  study. 

11.  The  salary  of  new  missionaries  begins  one  month  before  date  of  sailing  unless 
they  are  engaged  in  remunerative  employment. 

12.  Furlough  salary  and  rental  allowance  begin  upon  arrival  in  the  United  States. 
The  furlough  salary  changes  to  field  salary  at  date  of  sailing  for  field. 

13.  Adjustment  of  salary  between  field  and  furlough  shall  be  computed  on  a  semi¬ 
monthly  basis.  A  missionary  arriving  in  the  U.  S.  prior  to  the  15th  of  the 
month  will  receive  furlough  salary  for  that  month,  if  he  arrives  after  the 
15th  he  will  receive  field  salary  to  the  15th,  and  furlough  salary  thereafter. 
A  missionary  sailing  prior  to  the  15th  will  receive  furlough  salary  to  the 
15th,  and  field  salary  thereafter,  if  he  sails  after  the  I5th  he  will  receive 
furlough  salary  for  that  month. 

14.  Adjustment  of  dearness  allowance  shall  be  computed  on  a  semi-monthly  basis. 
A  missionary  arriving  on  the  field  prior  to  the  15th  of  the  month  will  receive 
dearness  allowance  for  that  month.  If  he  arrives  after  the  15th,  he  will 
receive  dearness  allowance  from  the  15th  of  that  month.  A  missionary  leaving 
the  field  prior  to  the  15th  of  the  month  will  receive  dearness  allowance  to 
the  15th  of  that  month.  If  he  leaves  the  field  after  the  I5th,  he  will  receive 
dearness  allowance  for  that  month. 
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
